inſtantly ſent to him the ſum of Ten Thouſand Merks3 And when the Town 
in that ſurpriſe, not capable to reſiſt him, thought good to ſend ſome of their 
number to treat with him ; Yet he adding Violence to Violence, detained them 

Priſoners, and at length extorted from the Town no leſs than four Thouſand 

Merks, which having been a manifeſt Robberie by Lawleſs Men, pretending to 

no warrand whatſoever: the faid Town, and the Inhabitants thereof, ovghe 

to have full Reſtitution, with all Damnages, notwithſtanding of any Indem- 
pity that afterwards was given, ſeing the ſame was neicher given to manifeſt 


Robbers without any Law or Warrand, nor can it ſecure agaiaſt ſo great a 
Violence and Oppreſhon. 


May it therefore pleaſe Your Grace and Lordſhips, to give us 
Warrand for citing of the ſaid Keppoch, and his Complices, not ex- 
ceeding Ten, to Compear before Your Grace and Lord(hips, to an- 
ſwer in the Premiſles, ec. And if they failzie therein, or that the 
Parliament ſhal not fit until the day of Compearance, then and in 
that caſe, to give us Warrand to cite them to appear before the Lords 
of His Majeſties Privy Council, for the effe& foreſaig » and to De« 
clare that the foreſaid Money, Spoiled and Robbed, as ſaid is, is to 
be reſtored cum omni canſa, any Pretence of Indemnity notwith. 
ſtanding, According to Juſtice, and your Lordſhips Anſwers
